8. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Town Library. 

9. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Old Home Day. 

10. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day. 
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11. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 
2% (per cent) on all 1932 taxes paid on or before August 
eet 932. 

12. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to pay on Town Notes. 

13. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for removing rocks from side of roads. 

14. To see what sums the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for payment of Interest on Town Notes. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen 
the right to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue a cer- 
tain piece of highway bounded and described as follows: 
beginning at a Rock Maple tree opposite the residence of 
John S. Whittier and extending in a southerly direction a 
distance of about ten (10) rods to its junction with the State 
Highway.

Medical Inspection 


The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. L. H. 
Cogswell, and reported as follows :— 

Number of pupils examined 52; teachers 2; pupils 10% 
or more underweight 18; cases defective vision 9; defective 
teeth 25; diseased tonsils 6; adenoids 1; pediculosis 3; total 
number vaccinated 40; unvaccinated 12; excused by board 
of health 2. 

On May 20 and 27 dental clinics were held at the Corser

Hill and Putney Hill schools respectively. At the former 
16 pupils were treated for dental defects and at the latter 
15 pupils. Dr. W. C. Chandler of Concord was employed 
to do this work and gave excellent service. The clinics 
were financed by the Women’s Union of the local churches. 
In the fall of 1931 more than forty pupils and children of 
pre-school age were ee at toxin-anti-toxin clinics in the 
district. 

This was a year of good work in health. We hope that 
it may be continued in the coming year. Much credit is 
due the members of the school board for their active in- 
terest and cooperation in health work. 

In June the work of the eighth grade was completed by 
Elaine Davis and Viola Palmer of the Putney Hill school. 
Both these graduates are now attending high school. There 
were no graduates from the Corser Hill school this year. 

There is need of some repairs in the toilet at the Putney 
Hill school. The ventilation could be much improved by 
having the pipe emerge at the peak of the roof instead of 
on the side. 

Although the number of pupils in the schools have in- 
creased rapidly during the past two years, it is probable 
that further increase will be held in check by graduation 
and pupils reaching sixteen years of age unless other fami- 
lies move into the district. At present the prospect is that 
two pupils will graduate from each of the schools in June, 
1932, and that in 1933 six will complete the work at Corser 
Hill and four at Putney Hill. 

We thank the school board and the parents of the pupils 
for their interest and cooperation in the work of the schools. 
By this I believe that we have made the year 1930-31 one 
of the best years in attendance and advancement of the 
health and education of the pupils that the district has had.
